Washington, March 3.—Tho sen­ 
ate today formally gave notice to the 
world that it would 
stand behind 
President Wilson in his negotiations 
with Germany. By a vote of 68 to 
€4 the senate voted down a substi­ 
tute resolution introduced by Sena­ 
tor Gore. 
The action was taken without de­ 
bate being allowed. 
Just ten min 
utes after the fight on the resolution 
began, Vice-president Marshall an 
Bounced the vote*. 
By the single roll call the senate 
swept aside all amendments and res­ 
olutions 
hampering the 
president. 
By motion they were all included. 
Those who voted 
against tabling 
the resolution, thereby voting to take 
the international situation out of the 
hands of the president were: Borah, 
Chamberlain, Clapp, Cummins, Fall. 
Galliger, Gronna, Jones, Lafollette, 
McCumber, Norris, O’Gorman, Sher­ 
man and Works. Senator Kern vot­ 
ed to uphold the president. 
Senator Borah protested vigorous­ 
ly against “gagging*’ the senate when 
he was not allowed to present rea­ 
sons for his vote. 
There were several 
congressmen 
who held the view that hv today’s 
action the senate gave the president 
full power in 
foreign negotiations 
even up to the point of war. 
Senator James called up Senator 
Gore’s resolution. 
Gore offered an 
amendment asking that the sinking 
of an armed ship by a German sub­ 
marine should be deemed cause for 
war with Germany. 
The vote for the president, includ­ 
ing as it did those of Gore and Stone, 
was the result of the 
amendment. 
Gore’s surprising 
and unexplained 
eleventh hour move 
when offering 
what was practically a new resolu­ 
tion and an ol^matum to the central 
pow ers, caused 
several to change 
their vote. 
Many Kho favored 
Gore’s original resolution voted to 
kill the substitute. 
The vote itself came with practi­ 
cally no debate, but pent up oratory 
burst forth a little later, when the 
senate theoretically was discussing 
a water power bill. Most of it was 
a statement of doubt as to exactly 
what the senate had done in its vote. 
Republican senators 
bitterly" com­ 
mented on the fact that the senate 
had been “gagged” and no opportun­ 
ity given to vote on the merits of 
Gore’s measure. 
The senate rules require immedi­ 
ate vote and no discussion, on such 
a motion. The vote went through as 
per schedule but the 
storm burst

Borah termed the senate action 
“degradation.” 
Sherman termed it 
“cowardice evasion cringing.” 
The actual vote came up on Gore’s 
substitute resolution. 
President Wilson received word of 
the senate’s action while the cabinet 
was in session.

One of the most difficult problems in 
building a battleship is to secure satis 
factory ventilation. She is a very com­ 
plicated creature, made up of so many 
it eel boxes, large and small, for the 
accommodation of officers, men. coal, 
ammunition and stores, dotted here 
and there with so many steel ladders, 
automatic lifts, steel bulkheads and 
prater tight doors, varied here and there 
sbr miles of electric wires belonging to 
lights, telephones, bells and motors, to 
•ay nothing of tlie endless mileage of 
pipes for flooding, draining, pumping, 
tresh water, fresh air or compressed 
air and speaking tabes. 
; First in importance comes the venti­ 
lating of the boiler and engine rooms. 
When y ou begin to think ef gangs of 
coal black demons working away in 
the bowels ef the ship at a tempera 
fare of 129 degrees; when, too, y ou 
commence to realise that unless the 
furnaces receive their required draft 
the speed of the battleship drops to be- 
tow that of her sisters in the squad­ 
ron, y ou appreciate the Importance of 
the steam driven fans to the furnaces 
and boiler rooms. 
The supply of aii 
comes down through large water tight 
trunks, which are continued right up to 
the weather deck, armored gratings 
being provided at the protective deck. 
For ventilating engine rooms large 
electric fans are employ ed. 
So, too, 
the cool bunkers have to be ventilated, 
owing to the gas wbieh the coal gives 
off. 
This gas w h|n mixed with air 
forms an explosive, so in order to pre­ 
vent the possibility of injury to men 
or ship supply and exhaust pipes are 
fitted in such a manner as to cause 
4$ current of air.—Pearson’s Weekly .

Bits Abo ut the Enchanted City o f the 
“ Arabian Nights.” 
Immortalized by Haroun-al-Rascbid, 
In the story of the “Arabian Nights,” 
Bagdad, which has a p op ulation of 
about 150,000, was built on the ruins 
of an ancient Baby lonian city dating 
back to 2000 B. C. Records have been 
found on ancient bricks establishing 
its early date. 
Ever since the day s of Haronn-al- 
Rascbid the Jews have been the lead­ 
ing figures in the commercial world of 
Bagdad. 
There are 50,000 of them, 
with about 8,000 Chaldean (or hereti­ 
cal) Christians. The remainder of the 
p op ulation is made up of Persians, 
i Turks, Armenians, Arabs and Kurds. 
Slndbad the Sailor was bora at Bag­ 
dad, and all his marvelous adventures 
begin by his going down the Tigris to 
Bussorah (the modern Busra). 
The city stands on both sides of the 
Tigris, the two p arts being connected 
by the famous bridge of boats, 220 
y ards long. A brick wall, five miles in 
circumference and forty feet high, sur­ 
rounds Bagdad. 
The city contains up ward of 100 
mosques, though barely twenty of 
them are in use. The houses generally 
are old, dirty and ugly outside, but the 
vaulted ceilings, rich moldings, inlaid 
mirrors and massive gildings bring 
back to the recollection of tbe traveler 
“the golden p rime of the good Haroun- 
al-Rasehid.” 
The streets are narrow, crooked, un­ 
p aved and dirty , full of ruts and 
etrewed with garbage, which, however, 
is for the most p art removed by dogs, 
the p ublic scavengers In the east—

Befo re the departure o f these 4 5,000 
men fo r “ a new field o f actio n/’ after 
hav ing fo ug ht the Germans fo r mo re 
than a y ear o n the Ang lo -French fro nt* 
the Prince o f Wales deliv ered to them 
a messag e fro m the king , thanking 
them fo r their g allant serv ices. The 
king ’s messag e was: 
“ Mo re than a y ear ag o I summo ned 
y o u fro m India to fig ht fo r the safety 
o f my empire and the ho no r o f my 
pledg ed wo rd o n the battlefields o f Bel­ 
g ium and 
Franca The co nfidence 
which I then ex pressed In y o ur sense 
o f duty , y o ur co urag e and y o ur chiv ­ 
alry y o u since hav e no bly justified. 
“ I no w require y o ur serv ices in an­ 
o ther field o f actio n, but befo re y o u 
leav e France I send my dear, g allant 
so n, the Prince o f Wales, who has 
shared with my armies the dang er and 
I hardships o f the campaig n, to thank 
y o u in my name fo r y o ur serv ices and 
to ex press to y o u my satisfactio n. 
In dian Tro o p s Praised. 
“ British Indian co mrades in arms, 
y o urs has been fello wship in to ils, 
hardships,* co urag e and endurance, o f­ 
ten ag ainst g reat o dds, in deeds no bly 
do ne in day s o f ev er memo rable co n­ 
flict In the warfare wag ed under new 
co nditio ns and in peculiarly try ing cir­ 
cumstances y o u hav e wo rthily upheld 
the ho no r o f the empire and the g reat 
traditio ns o f my army in India.

The end of it was that Chap lin was 
finally allowed to direct his own scenarios. 
No American p ictu re directo r u ndersto o d 
his p ecu liar sty le of comedy well enou gh 
to work o u t the stu ff. In ano ther chap ter 
I will tell abo u t Chap lin's work and hia 
metho ds as a directo r. 
Chap lin’s first big hit as a directo r of his 
own wo rk was “Dou gh and Dy namite.” 
This was started as a p art of the scenario 
afterward known as the “Pangs of Lo v e.” 
In his rather aimless way of directing 
witho u t any scenario, Chap lin and Mr. 
Conklin began working u p a p lay in which 
bo th he and Conklin were in lov e with 
the landlady o f a bo arding hou se and stu ck 
hatp ins into each o ther thro u gh a cu rtain 
to interru p t one ano ther’s co u rtship . They 
decided that they bo th o u ght to be wo rk­ 
men of some kind and decided u p o n being 
bakers. As p art of the p lay they worked 
u p a scene in a bake shop . 
This tu rned 
o u t to be so fu nny 
that they 
finally 
changed the whole idea and made two dif­ 
ferent scenarios. 
As a directo r-acto r at the Key sto ne, 
Chap lin had the rep u tatio n of being the 
most generou s star in the mov ie bu siness. 
Ev ery comedian was allowed to grab all 
the lau ghs he cou ld get. 
Beco mes the Rage. 
His wo rk began making a tremendo u s 
imp ressio n. Ev ery o ne began talking abo u t 
the new fu nny man. 
Peo p le wrho nev er 
went to the mov ies befo re were drawn by 
the acco u nts o f the new oomedian. 
Natu rally , the o ther mov ie comp anies 
to o k no tice, and Chap lin go t sev eral big 
offers. One from the Essanay was so big 
that he did no t feel ju stified in refu sing. 
When his co ntract ex p ired writh the Key ­ 
sto ne, he changed comp anies. 
He went 
with the u nderstanding that he was to 
hav e fu ll rwing in his wo rk; direct all his 
own scenarios and do p retty mu ch as he 
p leased. 
The first of the Esaanay wo rk was done 
in Chicago. 
His first Esaanay film was 
“His New Jo b.” 
After that he p u t on 
a two-reeler, “His Night Ou t.” 
Chap lin 
then insisted on mov ing beck to Califo rnia. 
The p ictu re co nditio ns didn’t su it him in 
the middle West. 
On retu rning to the 
co ast, he went to the Esaanay stu dio at 
Niles. 
In a sep arate chap ter there will be an 
acco u nt of his adv entu res at this ru ral 
stu dio . 
He p ro du ced “The Tramp ” at 
Niles. 
This Is regarded in some wray s 
as the most remarkable step fo rward 
ev er made in mov ing-p ictu re comedy . 
By this time a p erfect sto rm o f fame 
had stru ck Chap lin. To tell the tru th, it 
seemed to scare mo re than any thing else. 
He u sed to say to his intimate friends: 
“I can’t u nderstand all this stu ff. 
I am 
ju st a little nickel comedian try ing to 
make p eop le lau gh. They act as tho u gh I 
were the king o f England.” Chap lin ev en 


all his \Cork. 
Ev ery day "o f her life she 
wro te Chap lin a letter, co mmenting crit 
ically on some of his latest films. 
Some­ 
times she co mp limented them; sometimes 
she ro asted them u ntenderlf. 
Chap lin has abo u t as mu ch bu siness sy * 
tem as a chicken. When liis friends came 
to see him at his ho tel they fou nd him sit­ 
ting help lessly behind a p ile o f letters 
Finally some of his friends p rev ailed on 
him to hire a secretary ’. Wherefo re a se 
v ere y ou ng man with glasses now op ens 
Charlie’s mash letters. 
One so rt of p est scared 
Chap lin 
to 
death. 
This was the au to agent. 
They 
wanted him to bu y their cars; tc be p ho 
to grap hed in their cars, and to write in 
do rsements o f their cars. 
Bu t Charlie 
was adamant. 
He wo u ldn’t listen to ani 
of them. He to ld them he had an av ersion 
to cars on p rincip le and when he retired 
he was going to hav e an old white horse 
and bu ggy and a ranch.

Charlie had once been bitten by the au 
to mo bile bu g. 
While he was with the Key sto ne, Chap 
lin fell fo r the blandishments o f an au to 
agent and came o u t one day nerv ou sly 
driv ing a ru nabo u t. 
He had some weird 
ex p eriences with that car. 
He nev er 
cou ld learn how the thing worked. 
He 
knew how it started, bu t ne nev er cou ld 
remember—at least in times o f emergency 
—what y ou did when y ou wanted the 
thing to sto p . 
Auto Adv ice at $7 5 Per Lesso n. 
One day while he was p arading the 
bo u lev ards with his v ehicle, Chap lin came 
to the intersectio n o f two crowded streets. 
The traffic cop majestically gav e the sig­ 
nal fo r the ear to sto p . 
Charlie reached 
fo r the thingamajig and p u lled the wrone 
lev er. The car bou nded blithely forward! 
'The cop wav ed his clu b and that was all 
he did befo re the au to stru ck him amid­ 
ship s and mop p ed u p the floor with him. 
They p icked u p the fragments o f the offi­ 
cer of the law. They also p icked u p Chap 
lin and to o k him to the p olice statio n, 
where they adv ised him to learn how to 
manage his car and charged him $ 7 5 for 
the aav ice. 
Ano ther time, Charlie was driv ing in 
thro u gh the big fro nt gate at the Key 
sto ne and go t too near one o f the p o sts 
He had been u sed to sailing small boats.

Bits About the Enchanted City of the 


"Arabian Nights." 


Immortalized by Hnroun-al-Easchld, 


In the story of the "Arabian Nights," 
Bagdad, which has a population of 
about 150,000, was built on the ruins 
of an ancient Babylonian city dating 
back to 2000 B. C. Records have been 
found on ancient bricks establishing 
Its early date. 


Ever since the daj-s of Haroan-al- 


Rnscliid the Jews have been the lead- 
Ing figures in tbe commercial world of 
Bagdad. There are 50.000 of tbem, 
•with about 8,000 Chaldean (or hereti- 
cal) Christians. The remainder of the 
population Is made up ol Persians, 


, Turks, Armenians, Arabs and Kurds. 


Sindbad the Sailor was born at Bag- 


dad, and all his marvelous adventures 
begin by his going down the Tigris to 
Bussorali (the modern Busra). 


Tbe city stands on both sides of the 


Tigris, the two parts being connected 
by the famous bridge of boats, 230 
yards long. A brick wall, five miles in 
circumference and forty feet nigh, sur- 
rounds Bagdad. 


The city contains upward of 100 


mosques, though barely twenty of 
them are in use. The houses generally 
are old, dirty and ugly outside, but the 
vaulted ceilings, rich moldings, inlaid 
mirrors and massive gildings bring 
back to the recollection of the traveler 
"the golden prime of the good Haronn- 
al-Raschid." 


The streets are narrow, crooked, un- 


paved and dirty, full of ruts and 
strewed with garbage, which, however, 
is for the most part removed by dogs, 
the public scavengers iu the east.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

Region In a Critical Situation, and 
British Public Believes the Men Will 
Be Deed to Re-enforce That Front. 
Message From King. 


There is much speculation in mili- 


tary circles as to the destination of the 
Indian army corps which was recently 
transferred from the Flanders front. 
The possibilities of their new field of 
action touch upon three points—Salon- 
ikl, Egypt and Mesopotamia. The lat- 
ter is deemed to be the more probable 
field for them, and it is believed that 
they may be sent to re-enforce General 
Towushend's army, now apparently in 
a critical situation on the Tigris. 


Before the departure of these 45,000 


men for "a new field of action," after 
having fought the Germans for more 
than a year on the Anglo-French fronti 
the Prince of Wales delivered to them 
a message from the king, thanking 
them for their gallant services. The 
king's message was: 


"ilore than a year ago I summoned 


you from India to flght for the safety 
of my empire and the honor of my 
pledged word on the battlefields of Bel- 
gium and France. The 
confidence 


which I then expressed in your sense 
of duty, your courage and your cniv- 
alry you since have nobly justified. 


"I now require your services In an- 


other field of action, but before you 
leave France I send my dear, gallant 
son, the Prince of Wales, who has 
shared with my armies the danger and 
hardships of the campaign, to thank 
you in my name for your services and 
to express to you my satisfaction, 


Indian Troops Praieed. 


"British Indian comrades in anna, 


yours has been fellowship in toils, 
hardships, courage and endurance, of- 
ten against great odds, in deeds nobly 
done In days of ever memorable con 
flict. In the warfare waged under new 
conditions and in peculiarly trying cir- 
cumstances you have worthily upheld 
the honor of the empire and the great 
traditions of my army in India. 


"I have followed your fortunes with 


the deepest Interest and watched your 
gallant actions with pride and satis- 
faction, and I mourn with you the loss 
of many gallant officers and men. Let 
it be your consolation, as their pride, 
that they freely gave their lives in a 
just cause for the honor of their sov- 
ereign and the safety of my empire. 
They died gallant soldiers, and I shall 
ever hold their sacrifice in grateful re- 
membrance. 


"You 
leave France with just pride in 


honorable deeds already achieved and 
with my assured confidence that your 
proved valor and experience will con- 
tribute to further victories in the new 
fields of action to which you go. 


"I pray God to bless and guard you 


and bring you back safely when final 
victory is won, each to his own home, 
there to be welcomed with honor among 
his own people." 


Early in September, 1914, the British 


government 
admitted that 
Indian 


troops were in France. 
One cabinet 


official called them "the unknown fac 
tor" which altered the situation at the 
front At that time there were 30,000 
Indian soldiers here—two divisions of 
infantry and a brigade of cavalry. La- 
ter more arrived, and in November 
twelve transports arrived at Marseilles, 
bringing British-Indian cavalry, who 
were anxious to join the British infan- 
try against the Germans. 


A dispatch from Delhi via London, 


on Jan. 13, 1915, said that Lord Har- 
dtnge, viceroy of Egypt, had stated at 
the opening of the vice regal council 
that 200,000 Indian troops were at the 
front, distributed hi France, Egypt, 
East Africa and along the Persian gulf.

No American Picture Producer Understood His Peculiar Style of 


Comedy Well Enough to Work Out the Stuff

CHAPTER V. 


The end of it was that Chaplin WM 


finally allowed to direct his own scenarios. 
No American picture director understood 
his peculiar style of comedy well enough 
to work out the stuff. In another chapter 
I will tell about Chaplin's work and his 
methods as a director. 
Chaplin's first big hit as a director of his 


own work was "Dough and Dynamite. 
This was started as a part of the scenario 
afterward known as the "Pangs of Love. 
In his rather aimless way of directing 
without any scenario, Chaplin and air. 
Conklin began working up a play in which 
both he and Conklin were in love with 
the landlady of a boarding house and stuck 
hatpins into each other through a curtaifi 
to interrupt one another's courtship. They 
decided that they both ought to be work- 
men of some kind and decided upon being 
bakers. As part of the play they worked 
up a scene in a bake shop. This turned 
out to be so funny that they finally 
changed the whole idea and made two dif- 
ferent scenarios. 
As a director-actor at the Keystone, 


Chaplin had the reputation of being the 
most generous star in the movie business. 
Every comedian was allowed to gr»h all 
the laughs he could get. 
Becomes the Rafle. 


His work began making a tremendous 


impression. Everyone began talking about 
the new funny man. People who never 
went to the movies before were drawn by 
the accounts of the new comedian. 


Naturally, the other movie companies 


took notice, and Chaplin got several big 
offers. One from the Essanay WM so big 
that be did not feel justified in refusing. 
When his contract expired with the Key- 
stone, he changed companies. He went 
with the understanding that he was to 
have full swing in his work; direct all his 
own scenarios and do pretty much as he 
pleased. 
The first of the Essanay worV was done 


in Chicago. His first Essanay film was 
"His New Job." 
After that he put on 
a two-reeler, "His Night Out." 
Chsphn 
then insisted on moving back to California. 
The picture conditions didn't suit him in 
the middle West. On returning to the 
coast, he went to the Essanay studio at 
Niles 
In 'a separate chapter there will be an 


account of his adventures at this rural 
studio. 
He produced "The Tramp 
at 


Niles. 
This Is regarded in some ways 
as the most remarkable step forward 
ever made in moving-picture comsdy. 


By this time a perfect storm of fame 


had struck Chaplin. To tell the truth, it 
seemed to scare more than anything else. 
He used to say to his intimate friends: 
"I can't understand all this stuff. I am 
just a little nickel comedian trying to 
make people laugh. They act as though I 
were the king of England." Chaplin even 
to this day is much alarmed over being eo 
famous. 
He says his reputation cant 


last. 
But he began to suffer the penalties of 


the great. He was asked to speak at ban- 
quets; to lead parades; to referee pnse 
fights. When the baseball season opened. 
it was announced that Chaplin would 
throw the first ball. 
Charlie'* Chicago Censor. 


Charlie was pursued like a wounded hare 


by aD kinds of people with sll kinds of 
business propositions. If half the life in- 
surance agents who wen on his trail could 
be gathered into an army, there wouldnt 
be any danger of a war with Germany. 
Real estate agents wanted him to buy 
houses. Inventors wanted him to take 
stock,in their discoveries. About s mil- 
lion people wrote him tetters. Many of 


| them were aash letters. One yoang lady 
1 ia-Cbam autabHkta* job of ceuorins 


•n his work. Every day of her life she 
wrote Chaplin a letter, commenting crit- 
ically on some of his latest films. Some- 
times she complimented them; sometimes 
she roasted them untenderly. 
Chaplin has about as much business sys- 


tem ae a chicken. \Vhen his friends came 
to see him at his hotel they found him sit- 
ting helplessly behind a pile of letters 
Finally some of his> friends prevailed on 
him to hire a secretary. Wherefore a se- 
vere young man with glasses now opens 
Charlie's mash letters. 


One sort of pest scared Chaplin 
to 


dealh. This was the auto agent. They 
wanted him to buy their ears; tc be pho 
tographed in their cars, and to write in 
dorscments of their cars. 
But Charlie 


was adamnnt. He wouldn't listen to an\ 
of them. He told them he had an aversion 
to cars on principle and when he retired 
he was going to have an old white horse 
and buggy and a ranch. The truth is, 
Charlie had once been bitten by the au 
tomobile bug. 
While he was with the Keystone, Chap- 


lin fell for the blandishments of an auto 
agent and came out one day nervously 
driving a runabout. He had some weird 
experiences with that car. 
He never 


could learn how the thing worked. He 
knew how it started, but he never could 
remember—at least in times of emergency 
—what you did when you wanted the 
thing to stop. 
Auto Advice at $75 Per Lesson. 


One day while he was parading the 


boulevards with his vehicle, Chaplin came 
to the intersection of two crowded streets 
The traffic cop majestically gave the sig 
nal for the car to stop. Charlie reached 
for the thingamajig and pulled the wrong 
lever. The car bounded blithely forward. 
The cop waved his club and that was all 
he did before the auto struck him amid- 
ships and mopped up the floor with him. 
They picked up the fragments of the offi- 
cer of the law. They also picked up Chap 
lin and took him to the police station, 
where they advised him to learn how to 
manage his car and charged him $75 for 
the advice. 
Another time, Charlie was driving in 


through the big front gate at the Key 
stone and got too near one of the posts 
He had been used to sailing small boats 
When a small boat gets too near the wharf 
the thing to do is to drop the tiller and 
fend off by pushing against the wharf. 
Charlie thought this ought to 
apply 


equally well to a car. So when he saw 
he was going to hump the gate, he dropped 
the steering wheel and tried to push off 
from the post. The results were sensa- 
tional 
and startling. 
Another 
time, 


Charlie's cur was on the side of a hill 
It started to roll down and Chaplin tried 
to stop it by grabbing the hind wheels. 
Results equally startling and sensational. 
When Chaplin discovered that new tires 


for his motor cost J75 each, his soul called 
"Enough," and h« returned to rtreet cars. 
Sinse then he has been a mighty poor 
prospect for an anto agent.
